Shadow Over the 
White House 


Phen FOR PLACING a Roman Catholic 
in the White House by 1960 are gaining momen- 
tum as both parties face the challenge of winning 
over Mr. Average Citizen, who, it is felt, no longer 
wears the colors of bigotry and anti-Catholicism. 

The 1958 elections have spurred the Demo- 
crats in particular, who view the prospects of vic- 
tory with increasing courage as they enter, so to 
speak, the bottom half of the ninth inning. 


An interesting and enlightening comparison 
comes to view when one considers the immense 
difference between recent articles on the subject 
and a reprinted article which appeared in the 
Brooklyn Tablet as recently as 1956. In the latter, 
influential Democrats were discussing the subject 
of the nomination of a Roman Catholic for the 
office of Vice President. “Mr. Truman opposes 
such a nomination,” runs the comment, “because 
‘he feels a Catholic would seriously hurt the 
Wt. 7” 


The 1956 report continued that with Truman, 
Rayburn and David Lawrence opposing a Roman 
Catholic nominee, “and another Democrat joining 
the forces opposed to a Catholic Vice-Presidential 
nominee, Rep. Eugene McCarthy of Minnesota is 
aligned with those who think it would be bad to 
run a Catholic for the Vice-Presidency.” 


Robert E. Lee, author of this 1956 editorial, 
concluded: “The issue is not whether a man is a 
Catholic, a Protestant or a Jew, as long as he quali- 
fies for the office he seeks.” 










To this seemingly logical reasoning we are 
moved to reply that a Jew would not seek union of 
church and state. A Protestant would not seek 
union of church and state. But a Catholic, by rea- 
son of his loyalty to his church, which holds views 
contrary to the Constitution of the United States, 
would be obliged to seek union of church and state 
and would thus be disqualified for the office of 
President of the United States. 


Unfortunately, today both political parties are 
willing to disregard principle in their unrelenting 
drive to emerge as victor. 


HEADED FOR THE ASHCAN 


Now let us look at the most recent comments 
on this subject, two years after the above opinions 
were given. Remarkably, in this brief period, Ro- 
man Catholic arguments have prevailed, to the 
extent that the mentality of columnists and writers 
has been molded to conform to the blueprint of 
Roman Catholic architects, who are definitely 
planning for a Catholic America. 

Listen to the views of Robert C. Albright, 
staff reporter of the Washington Post and Times 
Herald: 

“Another ‘unwritten law’ of American politics 
—that a Catholic cannot be elected President—is 
headed for the ashcan within the next few years. 
And 1960 could be the year that a more mature 
and tolerant America scraps the old chestnut, a 
group of historians suggested yesterday.

“Nearly all of them concluded that, all other 
factors being equal, a Catholic today could and 
possibly would be elected either President or Vice 
President. The occasion was a joint session of the 
American Catholic Historical Association and the 
American Historical Association, at the Mayflower 
Hotel, to discuss the ‘Catholic Question’ in Presi- 
dential campaigns. In a lively discussion of why 
Al Smith didn’t make it in 1928, but John F. 
Kennedy just possibly might thirty-two years later, 
someone in the audience suggested, ‘What would 
happen if the Democrats nominated Kennedy and 
the Republicans also nominated a Catholic, like 
Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell?’ 

“*T don’t know,’ replied Arthur Krock of the 
New York Times. ‘Where would all the poor 
bigots go?’ 

“ ‘Consider,’ said Edmund A. Moore of the 
University of Connecticut, ‘the heavy load Smith 
bore. He was a Tammany product, a wet, a Cath- 
olic, a symbol of the newer immigrants. .. .’ Moore 
said he hoped America had grown up since those 
days. 

“Krock said he believes any Catholic who runs 
for President will have to do as Smith did, make 
a statement asserting his belief in the principle of 
separation of church and state, in order to win.” 

John Cogley, executive editor of Roman Cath- 
olic Commonweal and a member of the Fund for 
the Republic staff, recently speaking on this sub- 
ject to a capacity audience at the Catholic Infor- 
mation Center asserted that ‘“‘the basic guarantees 
of religious freedoms in the United States are so 
strong that the attitude toward the separation of 
church and state are no longer valid or justified.” 


“IT IS NOT ENOUGH . 


Opposed to this bland assertion is the official 
stand of the Roman hierarchy, as expressed in the 
following quotation from the Sign (March 1957) : 

“The Public Life. Catholics who are engaged 
in politics cannot be satisfied simply with applying 
the teachings of the Church to their private lives; 
they must also apply these teachings to the affairs 
of their public lives wherever they can. Speaking 
in Switzerland on ‘Religion and Politics,’ Bishop 
Charriere emphasized this: ‘It is not enough for 
a Catholic engaged in politics to lead a real Chris- 
tian life privately. He must also promote the social 
reforms suggested by the Pope and the Bishops.’ ” 

Unfortunately, in the face of a power that 
claims the authority to change constitutions and 
defy governments, the Constitution of the United 
States is not altogether invulnerable. The past few 
decades have seen new and surprising interpreta- 
tions of its basic guarantees and protections. One 
questions if the framers of this incredibly enlight- 
ened document would recognize it in its twentieth 
century guise. It is certainly disturbing to discover 
that its sworn enemies are invading the highest 
posts of government, the Senate, the House of 
Representatives, even the Judiciary, and are now 


waging a masterful campaign to occupy the White 
House. 
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The concept of separation of church and state 
as guaranteed in the American Constitution has 
been virtually unchallenged in the history of the 
United States. The Constitution has stated the case 
so clearly that until recently no judge has ever 
attempted to interpret that concept in a way dif- 
ferent from what was intended by its authors. 


DISTURBING PRECEDENT 


But now State Supreme Court Justice Elbert 
T. Gallagher of New York declares that there is 
“no absolute separation.” The case in which this 
decision was given concerned the erection of a 
Christmas creche on the lawn of the Ossining 
(New York) High School. Justice Gallagher’s de- 
cision, which was given December 16, 1958, reads: 

“If such accommodations violate the doctrine 
of absolute separation between Church and State, 
then it is time that that doctrine be discarded once 
and for all. Absolute separation is not and never 
has been required by the Constitution. Mr. Justice 
Douglas, speaking for the United States Supreme 
Court in its most recent expression of opinion on 
the subject, stated: ‘The First Amendment, how- 
ever, does not say that in every and all respects 
there shall be a separation of Church and State, 
rather it studiously defines the manner, the specific 
way in which there shall be no concert or union or 
dependency one on the other.’ ”’ 

This New York decision will be appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The relatively harmless occurrence in Ossin- 
ing, New York, is not in itself disturbing, but the 
principle and precedent involved in the decision of 
Justice Gallagher most certainly is. If he wants to 
throw away the barrier between church and state, 
by implication he wants to establish a union of 
church and state. And if there is a union of church 
and state, what church shall be united with the 
state? Will it be the Presbyterian Church? the 
Methodist? the Lutheran? the Baptist? the Mor- 
mon? Or will it be the Roman Catholic Church? 


PROGRESS = OR REGRESSION? 


We have already brought to our readers’ at- 
tention the fact that sooner or later the Roman 
Church will attempt to have the Constitution 
changed. One of the primary objectives of Roman 
Catholic intervention in government is to unite 
church and state, a situation which could only 
result in established relations between the United 
States and the Vatican, with the Pope scoring the 
final victory. 

This is no time for abstract thinking, espe- 
cially among Protestants. This is a time to review 
and confirm our basic, American concept of Gov- 
ernment, if we are to save this country from the 
fatal tragedies that have befallen other nations, 
most of which have been subjected to a succession 
of constitutions in the past hundred years. Gov- 
erned by a Constitution in which separation of 
church and state is solidly established, America 
has open before her roads of privilege and 
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progress unparalleled in the annals or unwritten 
future of any other nation. 

It would be a tragic reversion to the gross in- 
equities of the Dark Ages if America ever accept- 
ed this archaic and disastrous doctrine of union of 
church and state. As alert Americans we need to 
protect our freedoms and fight more vigorously 
than ever for the fundamental concepts of our in- 
comparable Constitution. 

John Pym, the great Puritan parliamentarian 
of the seventeenth century, described the aims of 
the Roman Church in these words: 

“If they should once obtain a connivance, they 
will press for a toleration; from thence to an 
equality; from an equality to a superiority; from 
a superiority to an extirpation of all contrary 
religions.” 

Let this be an alarm for every red-blooded, 
freedom-loving American. 


Why Does God Permit Suffering? 


Ox DECEMBER 1, 1958, ninety children 
and three nuns perished in a tragic disaster. 

Headlines of the Roman Catholic newspaper 
The Register of January 18th claim: “No evidence 
of neglect found in investigation of Chicago school 
fire.” These were the words of Monsignor William 
E. McManus, archdiocesan superintendent of 
schools. 

It is difficult to reconcile this statement with 
the report of George L. Ramsey, Chicago City 
Building Commissioner, who said: “There were 
132 pupils too many in six second-floor class rooms 
where three nuns and eighty-nine pupils died.” 
(One succumbed later.) He also reported that the 
1949 Building Code, besides setting the minimum 
square footage per pupil per room specifies that 
stairwells in school buildings must be closed off 
by fire doors at each landing. 

Part of Our Lady of Angels School, where the 
fire occurred, was built in 1903 and another sec- 
tion in 1910; but Commissioner Ramsey admitted 
that the Illinois Supreme Court has three times 
upheld the city’s right to make the Code retro- 
active. Another Catholic school inspected had more 
than seven fire violations. 

This tragic happening naturally inspired the 
question: Would these ninety-three children and 
nuns have perished in this school fire if the Roman 
Catholic Church had complied with all the fire 
regulations? 

The catastrophe has also raised another ques- 
tion: If Chicago’s Roman Catholic Mayor and Fire 
Commissioner and predominantly Catholic police 
and fire departments had required compliance with 
existing regulations, would this calamity have 
been averted? 

This tragedy, like all such evidences of hu- 
man suffering, has aroused in many the heart-cry: 
Why does God permit suffering? 
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The Bulwark of Liberty

THE QUESTION OF FREE WILL 


We are inclined to blame God for the ills of 
mankind, but we are prone to ignore the truth 
that man’s willfulness, negligence, and his deter- 
mination to walk contrary to God’s way are re- 
sponsible for the woes that we suffer. 

God’s primary purpose was to create man for 
enjoyment and happiness. In His creative power 
God prepared a whole paradise full of sparkling 
color and beauty as an environment for man’s 
material gratification. 

God’s plan was not to make automatons or 
mere mechanical creations, but thinking, deciding 
beings with a free will. God could not enjoy the 
love and fellowship of a creature whose devotion 
was ordered by force, but a being whose love was 
expressed in intelligent, conscious desire to seek 
His communion.

Why is the Roman Catholic Church now claiming that Lincoln grew up 
under strong Catholic influences? Is it true that his parents were Catholic?

a IS A WARM and pleasur- 
able thing for Catholics to feel 
that their Faith had its full, rich 
part in the moral building of a 
man who belongs not so much to 
the United States as to the world 
and the ages, yet still represents 
most truly the American way, its 
truth and its light.” 


With this startling pronounce- 
ment the Knights of Columbus 
not too long ago prefaced an 
article by Doran Hurley pur- 
porting to establish the fact of 
“Lincoln’s Catholic Kinship.” 
(Columbia, Feb. 1957) 


If the premise were not so 
manifestly false, this assault up- 
on the credulity of the American 
—even the Catholic American— 
public might be considered more 
of an insult than an outrage. But 
with a crucial presidential elec- 
tion in the offing, it is obvious 
that the Roman Church is bend- 
ing every effort to prepare the 
American mind for acceptance of 
a Roman Catholic candidate— 
and one of the most subtly effec- 
tive means is to convince the un- 
thinking that Americanism had 
its roots in Roman Catholicism. 

To this end the church has 
waged a rather remarkable cam- 


paign during the past few years 
to “prove” that such revered 


documents as the Magna Carta 
and the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and such American heroes 
as Washington and Lincoln were 
Catholic-inspired, -influenced or 
-motivated. 

This brazen attempt to rewrite 
history indicates, on the one hand, 
how anxious the hierarchy is to 
capture the American voter in 
1960 and, on the other, how little 
regard they have for the intelli- 
gence and literacy of the voting 
alumni of the country’s public 
schools, who have been required 
by law to study American his- 
tory. In this context one is re- 
minded of George Orwell’s som- 
ber observation that the one who 
controls the past controls the 
future. Certainly if any special 
interest should in time destroy 
faith in or knowledge of Ameri- 
ca’s history and heritage, Ameri- 
ca would be sapped of her vitality 
as surely as was Samson at the 
hands of Delilah and the Philis- 
tines. 


TRADITION AND SURMISE 


The objectives of the Roman 
Church are so patent that one 
marvels, even in this era of the 
Big Lie, how the hierarchy can 
hope to succeed. But perhaps the 
church, borrowing a page from 


Madison Avenue’s horrendous 
hucksters, feels that she too can 
successfully invade the average 
man’s subconscious and control 
his subliminal responses. 


The techniques are well worth 
noting. Throughout the Knights 
of Columbus article, which is 
little more than two pages in 
length, well over two dozen 
phrases of conjecture are used 
to substantiate the initial allega- 
tion that Abraham Lincoln ma- 
tured under Catholic influences. 
Among these are the following: 


“Probably ... admittedly... 
neighborhood tradition and hon- 
est surmise... presumably... 
some variants on the tradition 
... it is more likely that ... we 
may think that... is believed to 


have been .. . it is plausible to 
think . . . Could they not have 
been ... to get back to tradition 


... more likely ... I like to think 
that . . . it seems undoubted that 
... that may account for... it 
has also been said...” 


In addition to these prejudicial 
guesses, a number of details are 
presented as actual historical 
fact. One that particularly needs 
to be challenged is the statement 
that “there can be little doubt” 
of the Catholicism of Lincoln’s 
stepmother, Sarah Bush Lincoln, 
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and that “‘in later life” his father, 
Thomas Lincoln, “became a con- 
vert to the Faith.” Testimony is 
then adduced from an account by 
Father J. M. J. St. Cyr, who is 
considered “beyond peril of mis- 
take.” 

Since Lincoln was loyal and de- 
voted to his stepmother, the fore- 
going “facts” are worth investi- 
gating, especially Father St. 
Cyr’s story, written at the behest 
of Archbishop John Ireland of 
St. Paul, that “the father and 
stepmother of Abraham Lincoln 
both were Catholics. How they 
had become Catholics I do not 
know. They were not well in- 
structed in their religion but they 
were sincere and strong in their 
profession of it. I said Mass re- 
peatedly in their house.” 


THE WITNESS OF FACT 


Against this “deeply sincere 
testimony” stands the record as 
given by two historians, Benja- 
min Thomas and Charles H. 
Coleman: 

“The record book of the Pigeon 
Creek Baptist Church shows that 
Thomas Lincoln joined by letter 
on June 7, 1823. He was an active 
member, served as trustee for 
several years, attending a church 
conference as a_ representative 
and acting on a number of com- 
mittees. . . . Sarah Bush Lincoln 
also became a member of the 
church.” (Benjamin Thomas, 
Abraham Lincoln) 

“Thomas Lincoln was buried 
in the Shiloh, or Gordon, ceme- 
tery, a mile and a half west of 
his home, where his wife was to 
join him eighteen years later. 

“The Rev. Thomas Goodman, 
Charleston, who served the Shi- 
loh church as well as other rural 
churches, preached the funeral 
sermon for Thomas Lincoln. As 
there was no Baptist church 
nearby the Lincolns attended the 
services conducted by Preacher 
Goodman of the Disciples of 
Christ (Christian). The service 
was held in the Lincoln cabin 
with the preacher standing in the 
front door, the women and chil- 
dren inside and the men standing 
outside. Thirty-six years after 
Thomas’ death Mr. Goodman 
wrote of him that ‘in his case I 
could not say aught but good. He

(Charles H. Coleman, Abraham 
Lincoln and Coles County, Illi- 
nois) 

The most conclusive evidence 
that neither Sarah nor Thomas 
Lincoln died in the Roman Cath- 
olic faith is the fact that they 
were both buried in the church- 
yard cemetery of a Protestant 
community church, about five 
miles southeast of Mattoon, Illi- 
nois, in Coles County. Here their 
tombstone is plainly visible today. 


EARLY INFLUENCES 


As for Abraham Lincoln him- 
self, no attempt is made to claim 
him as a convert to the Roman 
Catholic Church. His death is too 
recent and the facts of his life 
are too well known for that. Even

Cyr concedes that 
“Abe was not a Catholic. He had 
never been one and he never led 
me to believe that he would be- 
come one.” 

There is good reason for this 
statement. Lincoln’s ancestors 
were God-fearing Baptists and 
Quakers. His own parents were 
married by a Methodist minister, 
and at his mother’s knee he 
learned the Bible. According to 
Carl Sandburg, “Before he had 
learned to read as a boy he heard 
his mother saying over certain 
verses by heart; the tone of his 
mother’s voice was in them.” 
(Abraham Lincoln: The Prairie 
Years) 

Nicolay and Hay give the list 
of the few books he read and re- 
read in his early youth—in par- 
ticular the Bible, Aesop’s Fables, 
and Pilgrim’s Progress. 

While he did not attend church 
regularly, “Abraham Lincoln oc- 
casionally heard Parson Elkin 
preach. He was a Baptist, and 
Thomas and Nancy Lincoln being 
members of that denomination, 
he was frequently attracted to 
their cabin. The first ideas of 
public speaking Abraham ever 
received were from the sermons 
of Mr. Elkin.” (John Carroll 
Power, Abraham Lincoln, His 
Life, Public Services, p. 19.) 

Upon the death of Lincoln’s 
own mother, and as soon as she 
was buried, “Abraham Lincoln 
composed what he used to say 
was his first letter, and addressed 
it to Parson Elkin, the Kentucky 
Baptist preacher who had some- 
times tarried with the Lincolns 
in their humble home in Ken- 
tucky. It was a great favor to 
ask of the good man; for his 
journey to preach a sermon over 
the grave of Nancy Lincoln 
would take him one hundred 
miles or more.” On a Sabbath 
morning he preached her funeral 
sermon. (Wayne Whipple, The 
Story Life of Lincoln, p. 36.) 

As already indicated, Lincoln’s 
stepmother joined with his father 
in becoming a member of the 
Pigeon Creek Baptist Church. 


THE MISSING LINK 


It is apparent, then, that the 
earliest and closest influences on 
the young Lincoln were Protes- 
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tant rather than Catholic and 
that his notable acquaintance 
with the Bible in later life sprang 
from the regard for it that he 
had acquired from his parents 
and pastor, as well as from his 
own inner needs. The attempt to 
link his childhood with Roman 
Catholic influences is attenuated, 
if not downright dishonest. In 
fact, one even wonders if there is 
a deliberate design on the part 
of the hierarchy to confuse the 
issue by presenting facts about 
another Lincoln family with 
similar Christian names. 


Lincoln himself acknowledged 
this possibility and at one time 
discredited the whole attempt in 
the following words: “An effort 
to identify them [his own fam- 
ily] with the New England fam- 
ily of the same name, ended in 
nothing more definite than a 
similarity of Christian names in 
both families, such as Enoch, 
Levi, Mordecai, Solomon, Abra- 
ham, and the like.” Though the 
author of the Knights of Colum- 
bus article denies any such mis- 
taken identities, he might do well 
to re-check his sources of infor- 
mation and to rely on more than 
“tradition.” 


That America’s sixteenth Presi- 
dent received a great deal of his 
inspiration from the Bible is one 
of the recorded facts of history. 
He constantly appealed to its au- 
thority and referred to its teach- 
ings. “The fair and inescapable 
conclusion is that his devotion to 
the Bible was that of an honest, 
sincere man,” wrote Edgar De- 
Witt Jones. And Lincoln himself 
said, “Take all of this book you 
can upon reason, and the balance 
by faith, and you will live and die 
a better man. It is the best book 
God has given to man.” 


In this attitude lies the secret 
of Lincoln’s greatness, for it was 
in the Bible that he found the 
strength and inspiration to do 
away with servitude and to re- 
solve that “this nation under God 
shall have a new birth of free- 
dom, and that government of the 
people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple shall not perish from the 
earth.” In this respect he stood 
out as a true Protestant Ameri- 
can, for America had her roots in 
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Protestantism. And Protestant- 
ism had its roots in the Reforma- 
tion, which was the result of a 
movement back to original Chris- 
tianity as found in the Bible. 

It is virtually axiomatic that 
where there is an open Bible, 
men will not long remain in 
chains. But by the same token, 
where the Bible is chained, men 
soon find themselves in darkness 
and servitude. 


TWO STRUGGLES 


While America was suffering 
the birthpangs of a new nation, 
Europe was seething with un- 
rest. John S. C. Abbott, well- 
known historian, writes about it 
as follows: 

“Kings, lords, and ecclesiastics 
were all alike vigilant, not to 
allow the people to read the Bible, 
lest they should find out what our 
Saviour really taught. A peasant, 
detected with a Bible in his hand, 
was deemed as guilty as if caught 
with the tools of a burglar, or the 
dies of a counterfeiter. 

“Christianity is the corner- 
stone of true democracy. ‘All men 
are brothers’ is its fundamental 
doctrine. Consequently nowhere, 
the world over, will aristocratic 
intolerance allow democratic ser- 
vitude to read the Bible. It is a 
curious fact, illustrative of this 
universal truth, that even in 
republican America, those who 
were in favor of the servitude of 
the masses and of a privileged 
aristocratic class, roused their 
utmost endeavors to prevent the 
preachers of Christianity from 
teaching that doctrine of man’s 
brotherhood, which Christ so 
fervently and unceasingly has 
inculeated.” (Abbott, Civil War 
in America, 1863, p. 17) 

Comparing the situation in Eu- 
rope with that in America, Ab- 
bott quotes Thomas Jefferson, 
who, “in the year 1785, wrote 
from Paris to Mrs. Trist of 
Philadelphia: 

““Of twenty millions of people 
supposed to be in France, I am 
of opinion that there are nineteen 
more wretched, more accursed in 
every circumstance of human 
existence, than the most con- 
spicuously wretched individual 
of the whole United States.’ 


“It was this state of things 
which inaugurated the French 
Revolution, the most terrific of 
all Time’s tragedies. Twenty mil- 
lions of people, trampled in the 
mire, rose ghastly and frenzied, 
and the flames of feudal castles, 
and the shrieks of haughty op- 
pressors appalled the world. The 
story of this outburst of enslaved 
humanity is the most instructive 
in the annals of nations. That 
struggle was the most memor- 
able, in the long series of con- 
flicts between aristocratic as- 
sumption and popular rights.” 
(I[bid., p. 18) 


TEST OF FAITH 


While France was thus brought 
to the condition described above 
as the result of Roman Catholic 
domination, young America had 
already drafted the monumental 
Declaration of Independence and 
was even then ratifying the most 
progressive and enlightened Con- 
stitution ever to be written into 
the history of nations—all be- 
cause of her Protestant back- 
ground. 

“Four score and seven years” 
after America declared her inde- 
pendence, Abraham Lincoln not- 
ed in his immortal Gettysburg 
Address the fact that “our fathers 
brought forth on this continent 
a new nation conceived in liberty 
and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal.” 
The Civil War, he said, in his 
memorable prose, “was testing 
whether that nation, or any na- 
tion so conceived and so dedicat- 
ed, can long endure.” 


He believed that it could, and 
he lived and died in this belief. 

Upon Lincoln’s death he was 
mourned by Protestants all over 
the country, and memorial serv- 
ices were held for him in in- 
numerable Protestant churches. 
It is significant that the only 
mention of the participation of 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
that Archbishop McClosky, “who 
was to have pronounced the bene- 
diction, having become exhausted 
by his long walk in the proces- 
sion, was not present, and that 
service was performed by Rev. 
Dr. Hitchcock.” (John Carroll 
Power, Abraham Lincoln, His 
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Life, Public Services, pp. 114, 
115.) 

It is also evident from the 
events surrounding  Lincoln’s 
death that he was not revered by 
the Roman Church as one who 
had a “sympathetic link to Ca- 
tholicism.” On the contrary, the 
Roman Church was consistently 
opposed to the great President, 
and her very complicity in his 
assassination is proof enough 
against his Catholicity. Were he 
a product of the Roman Catholic 
faith, his assassins would have 
been condemned by the Vatican. 
Instead, John Surratt, son of the 
Roman Catholic woman who was 
hanged, made his escape to Eng- 
land and eventually to the Vati- 
can, where he became one of the 
Papal Guards. 


SHARP CONTRAST 


The life, personality, and ex- 
pressed beliefs of Abraham Lin- 
coln were the very antithesis of 
Roman Catholicism. But the Ro- 
man Church has a long history 
of unparalleled ability to appro- 
priate to herself great figures in 
civil, patriotic, scientific, and re- 
ligious fields. Long after they 
have died men and women who 
had nothing in common with Ro- 
man Catholic doctrines or prac- 
tices have been claimed as true 
sons and daughters of the faith, 
and some, such as Joan of Arc 
and Patrick, are in the roster of 
saints. The church has even ap- 
propriated pagan gods and god- 
desses, such as Jupiter, whose 
statue in Rome is now used to 
represent St. Peter, and the 
pagan Buddhist goddess who is 
now transformed into the Virgin 
Mary. In many countries, pagan 
temples have been made into Ro- 
man Catholic shrines. 

And in America, not too long 
ago, a rash of articles in Ro- 
man Catholic magazines claimed 
George Washington as a deathbed 
convert to the Catholic faith. 

But the distorted claims about 
Lincoln must certainly remain 
beyond the grasp of the most 
gullible, or America is lost! The 
contrast between Lincoln’s con- 
cept of democracy and Rome’s 
claim to absolute authority over 
kings and rulers is too sharply 
drawn to yield to alteration. 
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Freedom was the cause for 
which Lincoln lived and died. The 
Roman Church down through the 
ages has denied that same free- 
dom to humanity. History amply 
documents the fact that Rome is 
the enemy of all freedom, and 
that Lincoln’s humanitarian con- 
cern and Rome’s despotic intoler- 
ance cannot walk hand in hand. 

For Lincoln the Constitution 
of the United States was the 
greatest legal document ever for- 
mulated. In the spirit of that 
Constitution he governed his 
country, and in the defense of it 
he gave his life. Today the Roman 
hierarchy is working to alter and 
eventually destroy that document, 
which is the foundation of the 
American way of life. 

Lincoln firmly believed in the 
separation of church and state 
and would not succumb to any 
pressure to favor one above the 
other or to use one as a cloak to 
defend the activities of the other. 
Rome on the other hand strongly 
desires a union of church and 
state and has long favored the 
pre-eminence of the church over 
the state, for it is thus that she 
attains power and becomes mis- 
tress of nations. 

Above all, Lincoln believed in 
the Bible and in the freedom to 
read it and accept it. Rome has 
ever hated the Bible, and where 
she has not succeeded in closing 
its pages, she has closed the 
minds of men against its enlight- 
ened teachings. 


PREPOSTEROUS FRAUD 


Today America lives under the 
aegis of religious freedom, as 
planted by our forefathers and 
preserved in a Constitution that 
has made this country a great 
bulwark of freedom and a light- 
house in a dark world. Lincoln 
was the champion of this freedom 
and a martyr in its cause. 

Is it a warm and pleasurable 
thing for Americans to realize 
that the Roman Church is 
fraudulently claiming the great 
Emancipator as a product of the 
Catholic faith? Or does this pre- 
posterous effrontery stir the fires 
of patriotism in the heart of 
every red-blooded citizen of this 
favored land?

A Citizen’s Duties to His Country

Lvs OF THE REASONS given 
by President Woodrow Wilson 
why the United States should en- 
ter World War I was “to make 
the world safe for democracy.” 
This ideal was not realized. On 
the contrary, despotism has been 
advancing and democracy retreat- 
ing ever since. 

In the year 1776 the govern- 
ments of the whole world were 
totalitarian (some a little less 
than others). The kings claimed 
to rule by divine right. Even 
England —the home of Magna 
Charta, the Petition of Rights and 
the Bill of Rights — was so op- 
pressive that the American col- 
onies revolted in spite of Eng- 
land’s great military power. 

In 1789 when our Government 
started functioning, Canada, to 
our north, was controlled by the 
British and the country west of 
the Mississippi River and to our 
south, Florida, Mexico, and what 
is now New Mexico, Arizona, and 
California were all governed by 
Spain, as also were most of South 
and Central America. 

The United States, the new lit-

tle country of three million peo- 
ple, therefore, was surrounded by 
the then “totalitarian” govern- 
ments. In spite of this, the prin- 
ciples of liberty and self-govern- 
ment were spreading throughout 
the world. The French soon threw 
off the yoke of their dissolute 
king and rapacious aristocracy; 
there were great reforms in Eng- 
land and in most of the European 
countries; and Mexico, South 
America and Central America 
freed themselves from Spain. As 
Thomas Jefferson wrote to John 
Adams in 1821: 

“T shall not die without a hope 
that light and liberty are on 
steady advance . .. The flames 
kindled on the Fourth of July, 
1776, have spread over too much 
of the globe to be extinguished 
by the feeble engines of despot- 
ism; on the contrary, they will 
consume these engines and all 
who work them.” 

In fact, from 1789 until 1914, 
when the First World War broke 
out, personal liberty and self-gov- 
ernment were spreading through- 
out the world. 


aw WAS NOT the result 
of money given away by the new 
nation, nor of propaganda issued 


by it, but because the Declaration 
of Independence, the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights of the 
United States stated fundamental 
principles and ideals which be- 
came a beacon light of hope for 
oppressed people everywhere. 

With the fall of the Russian 
dynasty in 1917 and the German 
dynasty in 1918, it was hoped 
that the last great strongholds of 
despotism had fallen. We were 
badly disappointed. After 1917, 
autocracy advanced in many 
countries of the world. In August, 
1936, Mark Sullivan called atten- 
tion to that fact. He said: 


“Throughout all this what of 
democracy? Democracy is neg- 
lected. Fascism makes progress. 
Democracy recedes. The demo- 
cratic republic in Russia lasted 
but six months. The one in Ger- 
many lasted some fourteen years. 
During the twenty years since 
1917 in which government every- 
where has been in a ferment of 
change, all the important 
changes have been in the direc- 
tion either of Fascism or Com- 
munism. 

“Democracy continues to take 
itself completely for granted. De- 
mocracy does not realize how en- 
dangered it is. Nowhere is any 
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If freedom fail...what terror, what despair in these three little words! 


government or group engaged in 
defending democracy as Musso- 
lini and Hitler are defending Fas- 
cism and extending it, as Moscow 
is defending and extending Com- 
munism.” 

Because of such lack of vigil- 
ance, the conspiracy to destroy 
patriotism, the weakening of self- 
discipline by “progressive” edu- 
cation, the burial of American 
history and principles of govern- 
ment in a mass of “social stud- 
ies,’ the termite activities of 
disloyal citizens within and sub- 
versive propaganda from without, 
and appeasement in high places, 
the power of Mussolini and the 
Fascists, Hitler and the Nazis, 
and Stalin and the Russian Com- 
munists was permitted to grow 
and to challenge the principles of 
liberty and self-government. This 
led finally to World War II. While 
Mussolini and Hitler were elimi- 
nated, the evil they had turned 
loose in the world was not. 

By our recognition of Russia in 
1933, the help given her in World 
War II and after, and the sub- 
versive conduct of some Ameri- 
cans, Stalin survived and Russian 
Communism was strengthened 
and enabled to engulf many na- 
tions which after World War I 
had embraced liberty and self- 
government. 

Now we are back to the world 
totalitarian atmosphere of 1776 
and the United States faces its 
greatest dangers since it became 
a nation. 

To revitalize our citizenship, 
each of us must relearn, reaffirm 
our faith in and determination to 
maintain the fundamental prin- 
ciples of self-government upon 
which our Republic was founded. 


I. Three Fundamental Principles 
of Self-Government 


“We have had our last chance... . 
The problem of survival basically is 
theological and involves a spiritual 
recrudescence.” 


—General Douglas MacArthur 


on the Battleship Missouri, 
September 2, 1945. 


The Declaration of Indepen- 
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dence states three basic principles 
of our Republic: 

(1) There is a Creator; 

(2) Man as an individual has 
rights emanating from that Cre- 
ator ; 

(3) Men as individuals form 
governments to protect those 
rights. 

The Constitution of the United 
States was framed and adopted 
for the purpose of establishing 
such a government and protecting 
man’s individual rights. 

Under the Constitution, we have 
experienced the greatest liberty, 
happiness and material well-being 
of any people at any place, or at 
any time, in the world’s history. 

From the dawn of history, evil 
men have sought to take away 
the rights and liberties of other 
men. There is active in the world 
today the most potent and viru- 
lent despotism yet known to the 
world. It is based on the writings 
of Karl Marx. Whether it be 
eslled Socialism, Nazism, Fascism 
or Russian Communism, its prin- 
cipal postulates are the same, 
namely: 

(1) There is no God; 

(2) Man has no rights; 

(3) The state is all. 

Under these postulates, man is 
no better than a beast. Therefore, 
a man may be killed as readily 
as a steer. That was done in Ger- 
many during World War II. 

Some may not know or may 
have forgotten that in the winter 
of 1932-33 between six million 
and ten million Russian farmers 
were deliberately starved to death 
because they wanted to keep their 
little farms. They did not wish to 
be “‘collectivized.” 


There were extensive “purges” 
(judicial murders) in 1937 and 
1938. Such “purges” continued 
until quite recently. Fifteen gen- 
erals and admirals were “sud- 
denly taken sick and died” dur- 
ing one six-months’ period. The 
Russians now admit that Stalin 
was a wholesale murderer, “purg- 
ing,” among others, thousands of 
officers of the army, including 
several marshals, in 1938. 

Without conscience or mor- 
ality (since it holds that there is 


no God) Russian Communism 
teaches that there is no such prin- 
ciple as truth. As a result, prom- 
ises and treaties can be broken at 
will. Hundreds of examples could 
be cited. 

With the choice of two such 
diametrically opposed principles 
of government, how can any 
American waver? How can one 
explain the actions of such bril- 
liant and educated Americans as 
Elizabeth Bentley and Whittaker 
Chambers, who later awakened 
and repented, and others who 
continue in their evil ways or 
have been convicted or have died? 

The Attorney General of Great 
Britain, in addressing Lord Chief 
Justice Goddard during the trial 
of the physicist, Dr. Fuchs, in 
London, put his finger on the 
cause when he said that Fuchs 
was “intellectually brilliant but 
morally blind.” 

The basis of the difficulty was 
stated by St. Paul centuries ago 
in Ephesians 4:17-18, speaking 
of men who walk “in the vanity 
of their mind. Having the under- 
standing darkened, being alien- 
ated from the life of God through 
the ignorance that is in them, be- 
cause of the blindness of their 
heart.” 

What is the answer? 


le WAS GIVEN to us by 
Abraham Lincoln on August 17, 
1858, at Lewistown, Illinois, in 
an address entitled “Back to the 
Declaration” : 

“The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was formed by the repre- 
sentatives of American liberty 
from thirteen States of the Con- 
federacy . . . These communities, 
by their representatives in Old 
Independence Hall, said to the 
whole world of men: 

“*We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are cre- 
ated equal, that they were en- 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness.’ 

“This was their majestic inter- 
pretation of the economy of the 
Universe. This was their lofty, 
and wise, and noble understand- 
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ing of the justice of the Creator 
to His creatures . .. They erected 
a beacon to guide their children, 
and their children’s children, and 
the countless myriads who should 
inhabit the earth in other ages. 
Wise statesmen as they were, 
they knew the tendency of pros- 
perity to breed tyrants, and so 
they established these great self- 
evident truths... 


“Now, my countrymen, if you 
have been taught doctrines con- 
flicting with the great landmarks 
of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence; if you have listened to 
suggestions which would take 
away from its grandeur and mu- 
tilate the fair symmetry of its 
proportions; if you have been in- 
clined to believe that all men are 
not created equal in these inalien- 
able rights enumerated by our 
chart of Liberty, let me entreat 
you to come back. Return to the 
fountain whose waters spring 
close by the blood of the revolu- 
tion. Think nothing of me — take 
no thought for the political fate 
of any man whomsoever—but 
come back to the truths that are 
in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. You may do anything with 
me you choose, if you will but 
heed these sacred principles. You 
may not only defeat me for the 
Senate, but you may take me and 
put me to death. While pretend- 
ing no indifference to earthly 
honors, I do claim to be actuated 
in this contest by something 
higher than an anxiety for office. 
I charge you to drop every paltry 
and insignificant thought for any 
man’s success. It is nothing; I am 
nothing; Judge Douglas is noth- 
ing. But do not destroy that im- 
mortal emblem of Humanity—the 
Declaration of Independence.” 


Here is a platform for those 
who are seeking public office. 
Here are high principles which 
should guide the judges of our 
courts who are ignoring or by- 
passing our Constitution. Here is 
a tocsin to awaken every Ameri- 
can who wishes “to preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend” the Constitution 
of the United States, so that his 
God-given rights may not be 
taken from him by legislation, by 
executive decree or by judicial 
decision. 
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II. ‘““We, the People” 


“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that I will... to the best of my abil- 
ity, preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.” 

—Arrticle II, Section 1, Clause 8. 


John D. Davis, a past President 
of the American Bar Association 
and a great constitutional lawyer 
pointed out that “the Constitu- 
tion has but two enemies, whether 
foreign or domestic, who are in 
the least to be feared. The first 
of these is ignorance of its mean- 
ing, ignorance of the great truths 
on which it is founded and of the 
great things that have been done 
in its name. And the second is 
indifference which leads many 
people, otherwise well enough be- 
haved, to ignore both the rights 
and duties of citizenship.” 

September 17 is the anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. It 
was written and adopted in ful- 
fillment of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, “. . . That to secure 
these rights, Governments are in- 
stituted among Men, deriving 
their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed .. .” 

The Constitution was written 
and adopted by the Convention, 
but was submitted to the vote of 
the people, since the Preamble 
recited that “We, the people” or- 
dained and established it. After 
long debate it was ratified, but 
only on condition that a Bill of 
Rights be added. 

The new Government began 
functioning in 1789. A Bill of 
Rights was passed by the First 
Congress and became effective 
December 15, 1791. 

After more than a century and 
a half, again we are seriously de- 
bating many provisions of the 
Constitution. It is being attacked 
from without and it is being un- 
dermined and by-passed within 
the United States. 

How shall the citizen know 
what his rights are so that he 
may arrive at right decisions? 

To meet the two enemies of the 
Constitution—ignorance and in- 
difference—we need knowledge 
and active interest in its preser- 
vation. 

John Jay, while Chief Justice 
of New York, said: “Every mem- 





ber of the State ought diligently 
to read the Constitution of his 
Country and teach the rising gen- 
eration to be free. -By knowing 
their rights, they will sooner per- 
ceive when they are violated and 
the better prepare to defend and 
assert them.” 


kn JAMES 2:16-20, we read 
that faith without works is dead. 
It is said that in ancient Greece, 
the word “Idiot” meant a citizen 
taking no part in public affairs. 

To know the Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights is fundamental, 
but not enough. There must be 
conviction, courage and _initia- 
tive, leading to action. The official 
oath is “to preserve, protect, and 
defend” the Constitution of the 
United States. 

What is needed is the convic- 
tion, courage and initiative of the 
Pilgrims and of the settlers of 
Jamestown; of the soldiers of the 
American Revolution; of Daniel 
Boone and Davy Crockett; of the 
Mountain Men and the pioneers 
who crossed the plains in covered 
wagons. 

We have the same document 
which was signed in 1787 and 
became operative in 1789. We can 
have the same Constitution—pro- 
vided its provisions are not ig- 
nored, undermined or by-passed. 

We have the same convictions, 
initiative and courage — proved 
on the battlefields of three wars 
in our lifetime, but thrown away 
by timidity in high places. 

Finally, we have the same faith 
in the Creator who endowed “all 
men” with Life, Liberty and the 
opportunity for the pursuit of 
happiness. 

With faith in God and with re- 
newed faith in our ability to gov- 
ern ourselves, we may say with 
St. Paul (II Cor. 3:17): “Where 
the Spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty.” 


III. “What of Our Bill of Rights?” 


“The deterioration of every govern- 
ment begins with the decay of the 
principles on which it was founded.” 

—Montesquieu 


The new year is a time when 
business and industry take inven- 
tory, a time for individuals to 
make new resolutions for a better 
life. 
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The patriots who fought in the 
American Revolution to secure 
independence and who established 
the United States insisted that a 
declaration of individual rights 
was absolutely necessary. Ed- 
mund Randolph, of Virginia, de- 
clared its purposes thus: 

“In the formation of this Bill of 
Rights two objects were contem- 
plated; one, that the legislature 
should not in their acts violate 
any of those canons; the other, 
that in all the revolutions of time, 
of human opinion, and of govern- 
ment, a perpetual standard should 
be erected, around which the peo- 
ple might rally, and by a noto- 
rious record be forever admon- 
ished to be watchful, firm and 
virtuous.” 

Have we preserved our rights, 
or added to them, or have we al- 
lowed them to be frittered away? 
What is the balance? 

In May of 1776, the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, pursuant to 
a suggestion from the Continental 
Congress, held a convention to 
frame a constitution for the new 
state. On June 12, 1776, “The 
Declaration of Rights” was ap- 
proved. On June 20, 1776, the 
new Virginia Constitution was 
adopted. The first article was the 
Declaration of Rights, containing 
sixteen sections. The first section 
reads: 

“That all men are by nature 
equally free and independent, and 
have certain inherent rights, of 
which, when they enter into a 
state of society, they cannot, by 
any compact, deprive or divest 
their posterity; namely, the en- 
joyment of life and liberty, with 
the means of acquiring and pos- 
sessing property, and pursuing 
and obtaining happiness and 
safety.” 

The principal author of this 
Declaration of Rights was George 
Mason. It has been said, “The 
idea was Locke’s but the felici- 
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tous expression was Mason’s. 


One by one the other states 
adopted a Bill of Rights. In 1780 
Massachusetts adopted one and 
finally New Hampshire in 1784. 
For a detailed study, read The 
Birth of the Bill of Rights by 
Robert Allen Rutland (published 
in 1955 by The University of 
North Carolina Press). 
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Tn THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
Convention at Philadelphia, many 
delegates, led by George Mason, 
of Virginia, insisted that the new 
Constitution of the United States 
should contain a Bill of Rights 
because they feared the states 
would be swallowed up by the 
central government and the Bill 
of Rights of the various states 
would be no further protection. 
But they were unsuccessful. Sev- 
eral reasons were advanced why 
it was not necessary, the princi- 
pal reason being that the states 
would protect individual rights. 
There was strong opposition to 
the Constitution in many states, 
the strongest opposition being 
based on the lack of a Bill of 
Rights. 

Massachusetts was the first 
state which ratified the Constitu- 
tion with recommendations for 
amendments to include a Bill of 
Rights. Others followed. In Vir- 
ginia, again led by George Mason, 
the opposition was so strong that 
ratification was secured only by 
the adoption of recommendations 
for a Bill of Rights to be added 
to the new Constitution. 


New York was the 11th state 
to ratify (with recommendations 
for a Bill of Rights), and the 
Continental Congress passed a 
resolution on September 13, 
1788, to put the Constitution 
into operation. 

The First Congress met in 1789. 
True to his promise, James Madi- 
son, on May 25, began his work 
to secure the necessary amend- 
ments. He persisted and on Sep- 
tember 25, 1789, twelve amend- 
ments were adopted and sent to 
the states for ratification, ten of 
which were ratified and became 
our “Bill of Rights.” Virginia 
ratified on December 15, 1791. As 
Virginia framed the first Bill of 
Rights, so its ratification assured 
one for the United States. 


Space does not permit a study 
of each of the ten amendments. 
We sometimes hear about the 
First — freedom of speech, press 
and religion. One clause of the 
Fifth Amendment has often been 
invoked during the past ten years. 
But when have you heard about 
the Ninth and Tenth Amend- 
ments? They are the keystone of 


the arch of the Bill of Rights. 
Here they are: Read and cherish 
them: 

Ninth Amendment. “The enu- 
meration in the Constitution of 
certain rights shall not be con- 
strued to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people.” 

Tenth Amendment. “The pow- 
ers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States, respec- 
tively, or to the people.” 


, — ARE THE REAL safe- 
guards of all the others. By 
ignoring them the “interstate 
commerce” clause of Article 1, 
Section 8, Clause 3 of the Consti- 
tution has been expanded and the 
term twisted until almost any ac- 
tivity within any state can be 
controlled by the Federal Gover- 
ernment. Individual rights are en- 
dangered by treaties and execu- 
tive agreements (the latter not 
authorized by the Constitution). 
Now “educationists” seek Federal 
control of schools, which can be 
accomplished only by ignoring 
the Ninth and Tenth Amend- 
ments, since schools are strictly a 
local problem. Perhaps these in- 
dividuals mean well, but Justice 
Brandeis warned us against such 
“‘do-gooders.” In his dissenting 
opinion in Olmstead v. U. S., 277 
U.S. 478, he said in part: 

“Experience should teach us to 
be most on our guard to protect 
liberty when the government’s 
purposes are beneficent. Men 
born to freedom are naturally 
alert to repel invasion of their 
liberty by evil-minded rulers. The 
greatest dangers to liberty lurk 
in insidious encroachment by men 
of zeal, well-meaning, but with- 
out understanding . . . The mak- 
ers of the Constitution . .. sought 
to protect Americans in their be- 
liefs, their thoughts, their sensa- 
tions. They conferred, as against 
the government, the right to be let 
alone —the most comprehensive 
of rights and the right most val- 
ued by civilized man .. .” 

Ask yourself, ““What of our Bill 
of Rights? What do I know about 
it? What am I doing to uphold, 
preserve, and defend it?”

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Convictions and Courage 


Professor Aldo Capitini, leader of 
the Movement of Religion formed in 
Italy in 1946 to study the “reform” of 
Roman Catholicism, has announced 
his decision to renounce the Catholic 
religion. 

Dr. Capitini, who is well known as 
a writer on religious and philosophical 
problems, made the announcement in 
letters to his parish priest and to Arch- 
bishop Pietro Parente of Perugia. 


“I do not want to call myself a 
Catholic, in the sense of a believer in 
the doctrine professed by the Church 
of Rome and by its head, elected by 
the cardinals,” he said. “My baptism is 
a fact which I cannot remember, and 
I cannot admit that because of this 
fact an authority can order me to obey 
and can legitimately insult me. I ask 
to be subtracted from the jurisdiction 
of an hierarchy in whom I do not 
recognize any authority over me.” 


is Religion a Test? 


Since the appointment of a Roman 
Catholic as Chief of the U.S. Chap- 
lains Corps, recent promotions to Cap- 
tain in the Navy Corps are as follows: 
Five of six Catholic priests were chosen 
(only one, a reservist, was passed 
over). Of eleven eligible Protestant 
ministers, two were promoted and nine 
passed over. 


Theirs Not to Question Why 


Angry parents of 332 children, whose 
confirmation services at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Roman Catholic Church in Silver 
Lake, Rhode Island, had been canceled, 
gathered outside the church to march on 
the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul. 
The Rev. Mario Boeri, pastor, berated 
the photographer who recorded the 
scene, which was published in the 
Providence Sunday Journal. At mass 
he rebuked his parishioners for “bring- 
ing embarrassment to this parish.” 


The unexplained delay in the confir- 
mation services caused parents “con- 
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siderable expense,” they said. “Some 
families had scheduled parties and din- 
ners for relatives who would be travel- 
ing great distances to attend. Others 
said the expense of purchasing new 
clothing and gifts for the children was 
a contributing cause for their protest.” 


The priest, referring to the indefinite 
postponement of the confirmation rites, 
sharply rebuked his parish: “This is 
not the place for you to ask why, nor 
is it the place for you to receive an 
answer.” He said such action was 
against the law of the church, and he 
forbade any such action on their part 
in the future. 


Ambassadors to the Vatican 


Pope John XXIII, son of a small 
farmer in Lombardy, received an un- 
usual Christmas gift from a group of 
Midwest Protestant and Roman Cath- 
olic farmers. 


The gift is a breeding herd of Aber- 
deen Angus cattle, ten heifers and an 
eighteen-month-old bull, intended to 
build up the livestock on the Pope’s 
farm near his summer residence at 
Castel Gandolfo. 


Ben C. Houston, Dunlap breeder 
who accompanied the shipment, pre- 
sented the cattle to the Pope on behalf 
of the sponsors of the gift, the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference, Des 
Moines, Iowa, and the Italian Federa- 
tion of Farmers’ Cooperatives. 


Rome and Crime 


The Sunday Times in Britain recent- 
ly dealt with the subject of the causes 
of crime. Margaret Knight, well-known 
English controversialist, declared frank- 
ly that “in this country [England] 
Roman Catholics who have the most 
intensive religious training have also 
the highest delinquency rates.” To sup- 
port her statement, she stated that the 
proportion of Roman Catholics 
population-wise was no more than ten 
percent, but the proportion in boys’ 
Borstal institutions of correction was 


23 percent, and in Holloway prison 
about 26 percent. 

In the Army during the war, Mrs. 
Knight further disclosed, delinquency 
rates among Roman Catholics were 
approximately twice as high as among 
those of other faiths. In Scotland in 
1957, the 15 percent of Roman Cath- 
olics in the population provided 35 
percent of those committed to Borstal 
institutions, and 40 percent of those 
committed to prison. 

“The statistics quoted above... 
should be gravely considered by the 
Protestant people of this Dominion 
who are called upon, through taxation, 
to contribute to the grants the pro- 
vincial governments hand out to the 
Roman Catholic schools yearly.” 


To Make America 
More Catholic 


A project initiated at Fort Benning, 
Georgia, of dedicating various military 
services to Roman Catholic saints has 
been carried to drastic extremes at Fort 
Leonard Wood in Missouri. 

To dedicate the U.S. Infantry to St. 
Maurice, the officer’s club and gymna- 
sium will be renamed after the saint, 
and signs over all barracks of the train- 
ing regiment will bear the inscription, 
“We live, fight and die for God, Coun- 
try and St. Maurice.” St. Maurice 
medals will be worn by soldiers and St. 
Maurice posters will be displayed 
throughout the installation.. 


Similar projects are planned for 
dedicating the U.S. Engineers to St. 
Patrick as their patron saint, and the 
U.S. Paratroopers to St. Michael. 


Growth Despite Threats 


An American Baptist-sponsored in- 
stitution in the Philippines has indi- 
cated that in spite of strongly worded 
warnings to students, enrollment for 
the new term is the largest ever. Stu- 
dents who enrolled at Central Philip- 
pines University, along with their 
parents, had been threatened with 
excommunication by the archbishop of 
the local diocese. 

Silliman University, also in the 
Philippines and one of the country’s 
most prominent Protestant institutions 
of learning, is sponsoring large farm 
studies which involve 330 farms in 
thirty-one barrios of eleven municipali- 
ties in the province of Negros Oriental. 

Despite the strong opposition of Ro- 
man Catholic leaders to parents’ send- 
ing their children to Silliman Univer- 
sity, enrollment has not been affected. 
On the contrary, the student body has 
increased because of the institution’s 
high academic and vocational stand- 
ards. 
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Principalities and Powers, 
and the Pope 


Pope John XXIII was crowned “His 
Holiness, the Pope; Bishop of Rome 
and the Vicar of Jesus Christ; Succes- 
sor of St. Peter, Prince of the Apostles; 
Supreme Pontiff of the Universal 
Church; Patriarch of the West; Primate 
of Italy; Archbishop and Metropolitan 
of the Roman Province; Sovereign of 
State of Vatican City.” 

It is claimed his realm will embrace 
480,000,000 Catholics, nearly one-fifth 
the population of the world and almost 
half the population of Europe. 

His power will flow to them through 
380,000 regular and secular priests, 
1,667 bishops, 350 archbishops, and 
ten patriarchs. 

The pope maintains diplomatic rela- 
tions with 42 nations—not including 
the United States—but his temporal 
realm extends only to the limits of 
Vatican City. In the Vatican, a staff of 
882 titular bishops and archbishops will 
help him to conduct his foreign service. 


Moslems and Christ 


Moslems in Java, Indonesia, during 
Christmas time pay “high respect and 
honor” to Jesus Christ, in a purely 
Moslem version of worship. At this 
time they remember Christ as a 
“prophet” of their faith. Indonesian 
evangelicals consider this season their 
golden opportunity for proclaiming 
Christ as Saviour and Lord and have 
an evangelistic drive in December. 


Midwest Crusade 
for Catholicism 


Feeling confident of their strength in 
the cities, Roman Catholics are now 
moving in on rural areas in an un- 
precedented campaign. In October and 
November mammoth rallies were de- 
scribed by one bishop as “the most 
tremendous spiritual revitalization in 
the history of my diocese.” 

In St. Paul, the crusade culminated 
when Father Patrick Peyton, of Ireland, 
spoke from a platform on the state 
capitol steps. Behind him was the larg- 
est statue of the Virgin Mary in Min- 
nesota, borrowed from Rochester. More 
than 1,023,000 Roman Catholics in 
ten dioceses of the St. Paul province, 
covering Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Dakota, signed the pledge to say 
the daily family rosary in their homes. 

They claimed a ninety-six percent 
response to their drive, which was car- 
ried on with the skilled generalship of 
a top-flight public relations firm. “Fa- 
ther Pat” was the first to admit that 
the smooth precision of his operation 
was taken right out of the pages of 
Madison Avenue. 
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Officials claimed a liberal sprinkling 
of non-Catholics among those who at- 
tended twenty-three such rallies this 
Fall. There were 2,740 non-Catholics 
who signed the pledge to say daily 
family prayers, they report. 


The People's Representative 


In a letter addressed to Mr. Frederic 
Fox, special assistant in the White 
House, Dr. Carl McIntire requested the 
White House to explain the attendance 
of the President at a Mass for the late 
Pope Pius XII. “I would appreciate it, 
Mr. Fox,” he wrote, “if you would 
give me an explanation on what basis 
the White House justifies or explains 
the President’s participation today in 
the Mass for Pope Pius XII.” The letter 
was written October 15, 1958. 

On October 24, on White House 
stationery, Mr. Fox replied: “As an 
individual citizen, the President attends 
the church of his choice, but as the 
elected leader of the nation, he repre- 
sents our people on many occasions of 
thanksgiving, honor and respect. I be- 
lieve that his attendance at the service 
for the late Pope Pius XII—whose 
efforts in the building of peace were 
known throughout the world—was such 
an occasion.” 


Bible Reading vs. Crime 


All public school students in Mem- 
phis are taught the Bible for character 
building. This is not true of Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

A survey of the FBI report on crime 
(in certain cities of 25,000 or more 
population) gives the following figures 
that need to be analyzed: “Memphis 
has 394,012 population; crimes 1955, 
5,232; crimes 1957, 6,787; police pro- 
tection estimated to cost $5,000 per 
policeman per year, $5.76 per capita. 
Atlanta has 327,000 population; crimes 
1955, 10,153; crimes 1957, 14,821; 
police protection cost per capita $10.47. 
Atlanta is paying $439,000 more than 
Memphis for police protection and has 
more than twice as much crime.” 


Next compare Charlotte and Chat- 
tanooga: “Chattanooga has 130,333 
population; crimes 1955, 1,726; crimes 
1957, 3,176; police protection cost per 
capita $7.26. Charlotte has 133,218 
population; crimes 1955, 4,020; crimes 
1957, 4,186; police protection cost per 
capita $10.18. Charlotte pays $405,000 
more for police protection than Chat- 
tanooga. Chattanooga has 68 Bible 
teachers who teach Bible Character 
Building to 28,000 students. Charlotte 
has eight Bible teachers teaching 2,769 
students.” 

Although the Bible teachers are paid 
out of public tax funds, the results 
given above are worthy of note.

Ix RECOUNTING the details 
of the conversion of a Roman 
Catholic priest — myself — to 
Christ our Lord, I should like to 
think that my experience would 
serve as a testimony to others as 
to how the Holy Spirit can lead 
even a priest out of the labyrinth 
of fallacious Catholic dogma into 
the simplicity of the everlasting 
gospel. 

Yes, I was a Roman priest for 
twenty years, and my quest for 
truth was fraught with many 
dangers and difficulties. Today I 
am thankful to God for having 
convicted me of my error in time 
so that I would, in eternity, find 
life in Him Who said: “He that 
believeth in Me shall never die.” 
(John 14:6) 

My country, the Philippines, is 
Catholic. The Roman Catholic 
Church has had control of the 


Filipinos for centuries, training 
them in her fanaticism and big- 
otry. There are about a thousand 
native priests serving her cause... 
but it is certainly very strange 
that there should also be a hun- 
dred living ex-priests scattered 
all over the Islands today. 

I am one of them. I have be- 
come a Baptist. Why? Why did I 
leave behind me the good posi- 
tions that the Roman Catholic 
Church could provide? 


EARLY AMBITIONS 


In my seminary days I was 
given the chance to study thor- 
oughly the doctrines of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. My profes- 
sors were the best of the S.V.D. 
Fathers, who in 1927 were the 
new administrators of the Vigan 
Diocesan Seminary. After finish- 
ing my Latin course in Vigan, I 
was one of the three seminarians 
sent by the Bishop to the Uni- 
versity of Santo Tomas Central 
Seminary, in 1932, to pursue 
higher studies in philosophy and 
theology under the world re- 
nowned Dominican Fathers. I re- 
ceived my Licentiate of Philoso- 
phy in this University. 






Seriously and zealously I pored 
over texts and references in order 
to equip myself for the work that 
lay before me in the years ahead. 
Inwardly I was thinking that if I 
became a priest I would be one 
of those wise priests who are ever 
ready to preach and defend Ro- 
man Catholic dogma fearlessly 
before all the world, since at that 
time the Protestants were very 
active in the Ilocos provinces 
where I lived and was later to 
work. 


Finally, in 1938, I was or- 
dained. In my first parochial as- 
signment, even though only in the 
capacity of assistant priest at 
Santa Maria, Ilocos Sur, I met 
and faced in public discussions a 
Protestant pastor. 


Then I was transferred to San 
Fernandc, La Union, where in the 
company of a certain Monsignor, 
who was my Cura at the same 
time, I again had several scrip- 
tural tussles with cone Pastor 
Munar and the students of the 
Bethany Bible Institute under 
American Protestants. 


Many more public or private 
discussions between Protestant 
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preachers and myself occurred in 
the course of my twenty years of 
priesthood in Piddig, Ilocos Norte, 
Laoag, Ilocos Norte, and in Si- 
nait, Ilocos Sur. Each time, I had 
to study diligently the teachings 
of Protestant Christianity as 
based in the Bible, and I tried 
hard to find answers from my 
theological books with which to 
confound my opponents. But the 
more I read and re-read the Bible, 
the more strongly doubts besieged 
my mind and heart. 


TRUTH UNFOLDS 


The plan of God for man’s sal- 
vation — this was the very core 
of my doubts. Slowly, but surely 
and clearly, there unfolded before 
me from the very pages of Holy 
Scripture what God has decreed: 
Believe in Christ! Plainly He 
said: “I am the resurrection, and 
the life: he that believeth in Me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he 
live.” (John 11:25) 

The story of the Pharisee pray- 
ing in the temple, parading all his 
good works which did him no 
good, and the poor publican sin- 
ner, repentant, who went home 
sanctified; the story of the thief 
on the Cross at Calvary, with no 
merits whatsoever of his own, 
who gained Paradise that very 
day; the story of the prodigal son 
who, though he squandered and 
sinned his life away, was received 
royally by his forgiving father in 
spite of the complaints of his 
older brother who had been a 
model son all the time — these 
and many more in the Bible con- 
vinced me how easily one could 
be saved. 

“For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not 
His Son into the world to con- 
demn the world; but that the 
world through Him might be 
saved.” (John 3:16, 17) In the 
Roman Catholic Church what as- 
surance could there be for salva- 
tion? 


DOUBTS ASSAIL 


For some years I was troubled 
and restless. The proud behavicr 


of the Bishop toward us, his 
priests (during the most sacred 
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moments of the Mass he would 
often stop to scold us), increased 
my fears that not all we were 
preaching was true. 

In my twenty years I saw 
enough misdemeanors on the part 
of the clergy to make Mother 
Church blush—so much gambling, 
wine, and women. All} the vaunted 
holiness under the cassock simply 
vanished before my eyes. I knew 
very well that several unjust 
transfers of priests to other par- 
ishes, in contravention of Canon 
Law, so demoralized the ranks 
of the local clergy that the cases 
even reached the ears of Rome. I 
knew one old Monsignor who re- 
signed from the church and now 
lives privately in his own home 
and another veteran priest of 
thirty years in the ministry who 
was forced to retire although he 
could still be of service in the 
parishes. These and my own sad 
experiences proved one thing: 
salvation was very hard, even for 
priests! 

But strong as my desire was to 
quit, still I had not made up my 
mind. There were some misgiv- 
ings about what kind of fate 
awaited an ex-priest like me out- 
side. 


MY THIRST IS QUENCHED 


Then, through the mail, I re- 
ceived literature from Christ’s 
Mission. These leaflets told of the 
lives of ex-priests all over the 
world. Last May I decided to 


write a letter to the headquarters 
of Christ’s Mission in New York. 
Their prompt and kind answer 
gave me the final impetus I needed 
to get away. 

That same month I simply dis- 
appeared in Manila, and months 
later, with the assistance of a 
brother ex-priest and some devout 
Christians, I transferred to Ba- 
guio City, where God has blessed 
me materially and spiritually. 

Last June I met another man 
of God, a preacher of the Baptist 
Church, Rev. Walter P. Binney, 
whom a friend introduced to me. 
This minister gave me books to 
read and study, especially the 
Bible. He did not force me to be- 
lieve anything in them. He only 
invited me to go over them to 
quench the thirst in my soul. 

I devoured all the reading ma- 
terial in no time. “Not by works 
of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to His mercy 
He saved us.” (Titus 3:5) “Ver- 
ily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth My word, and believeth 
on Him that sent Me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 


from death unto life.” (John 
5:24) 
The Biblical logic of these 


words went deep into my soul and 
diffused heavenly light into my 
darkness. I finally claimed Christ 
the Lord for my personal Saviour. 


THE TEACHER AND 
THE BOOK 


Before receiving baptism, how- 
ever, on the last Sunday of June, 
1958, in order to be a member of 
a local church and be in fellow- 
ship with other Christians, I had 
to study further my new position; 
| wanted “to give an answer to 
every man that asketh ...a 
reason of the hope” that was in 
me “‘with meekness and fear.” (I 
Peter 3:15) 

Above all human doctrines, I 
hold Christ, who must be the only 
Teacher. The Word of the in- 
spired Book is the sole arbiter of 
faith. One must not trust spiri- 
tual matters to fellow mortals, 
even though they be Popes who 
speak ex cathedra or ecumenical 
councils composed of cardinals, 
archbishcps, bishops, and degreed 
theologians; for if their teachings 
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have no basis in Scripture, they 
will always be fallible like other 
men. 

From history, too, I learned a 
lot. The Church of Rome can 
hardly explain her apostolic suc- 
cession or origin. Even today no 
one can unravel the knotty ques- 
tion as to who were the true and 
genuine popes in the dark ages of 
the church. No one can give satis- 
factory reasons for the inquisi- 
tions and persecutions which Ro- 
man Catholicism used in order to 
exterminate her enemies. No one 
can explain why during Christ’s 
time the Apostles practiced true 
humility and poverty, while now 
the Pope, cardinals, archbishops, 
and monsignors live extrava- 
gantly in palaces and ride in shin- 
ing rich limousines! O tempora! 
O mores! 


‘“‘NONE OTHER NAME”’ 


Roman Catholics are buried in 
the morass of ecclesiastical legal- 
ism and ritualism, the same error 
which afflicted the Jewish nation 
when the Galilean rebuked them, 
pointing out that the spirit or 
substance rather than the letter 
of the law was important. The 
Church of Rome is top-heavy with 
so many non-essentials, like im- 
ages, rosaries, novenas, candles. 
What need is there of these things 
to save mankind? What has be- 
come of the redeeming power of 
the blood of Christ? 

“Neither is there salvation in 
any other; for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved,” 
but “the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth.” (Acts 4:12, 10) “Re- 
deemed ... with the precious 
blood of Christ.” (I Peter 1:18, 
19) 

Now I have discarded all Roman 
Catholic untruths and half-truths, 
especially such errors as the me- 
diation of Mary, the saints and 
priests, the unscriptural sacra- 
ments, images, scapulars, and no- 
venas. Many of these were in- 
vented by the Roman Catholic 
Church for commercial purposes. 
Should Christ enter these churches 
in the Philippines today, seeing 
there religious pictures, images, 
novenas, and candles sold inside 
or at church doors, He would 
surely say to them: “Take these 
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things hence; make not my Fa- 
ther’s house a house of merchan- 
dise.”’ 


“COME OUT”’ 


At long last, J have come out 
from the Roman Catholic Church. 
I have made my personal en- 
counter with the Lord Jesus and 
received Him as my Saviour. 

Earnestly do I pray and ask the 
Heavenly Father in His holy 
Name that this humble testimony 
may serve to help many to come 
out of the Roman Catholic 
Church, especially in the Philip- 
pines.

Liberty has a price. It is listed 
at the end of the Declaration of 
Independence: “And for the sup- 
port of this Declaration, with firm 
reliance on the protection of Di- 
vine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our Lives, 
our Fortunes, and our sacred 
Honor.” 

You may ask — what can I do? 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
points the way in the following 
article, originally published in 
This Week magazine, July 1, 1956 
... It is entitled “America Needs 
Full Time Patriots”: 

“There is no place in America 
for part-time patriots. If our 
nation is to live, if we are to con- 





tinue to enjoy the fruits of lib- 
erty, we can do no less than fol- 
low the example of the men who 
won that freedom for us. Free- 
dom, while a heritage, must be 
rewon for each generation. 

“With complete selflessness and 
with blazing intensity of spirit, 
our forefathers dedicated their 
lives first to security and then 
to maintaining freedom. They 
knew at first hand that life with- 
out freedom is intolerable. And 
so they dreamed of freedom, 
fought for freedom, lived for 
freedom, breathed it and spoke of 
it, prayerfully and without self- 
consciousness. 

“Benjamin Franklin could say 
simply and eloquently, ‘Where 
Liberty dwells, there is my coun- 
try. And where the salute of 
cannon in celebration of the 
Fourth of July reached his ears, 
a dying John Adams could arouse 
himself long enough to murmur, 
‘Independence forever!’ 

“Independence, freedom, lib- 
erty — are words that ring like 
exulting bells! Today we need 
such bells to be rung. This nation 
is face to face with the gravest 
danger ever to confront it. The 
menace of Communism is no 
simple, forthright threat. It is a 
sinister and deadly conspiracy 
which can be conquered only by 
an alert, informed citizenry dedi- 
cated to the preservation of the 
principles on which America was 
founded. 

“If our nation is to retain its 
liberty in the future, now, as 
never before, its citizens must 
understand that the inescapable 
price of freedom is eternal vig- 
ilance. And eternal vigilance, 
with dedication to its cause, 
brings unity and strength in time 
of crisis.” 

May each citizen of the United 
States have the intellect to know, 
and the faith to believe in, the 
great principles of individual 
freedom and_ self-government, 
the courage to assume his re- 
sponsibilities and the diligence to 
do his duty “to protect, preserve 
and defend” the Constitution of 
the United States and the Consti- 
tution of his own state!

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To Make America 
Catholic 


Dear Sir: 


... You know that the George- 
town University School of For- 
eign Service was founded with 
one aim in view, the inculcation 
of Romanist, particularly Jesu- 
it, points of view in the minds of 
its students, especially since most 
of the students are not Catholics 
at all, but Protestants and Jews. 
Their far-reaching aim is to in- 
fluence if not dominate the for- 
eign policy of the U.S., so that 
the long-range interests of the 
Vatican may be served, for of 
the Jesuits’ first loyalty there can 
be no doubt.... 

In the President’s talk at 
Georgetown University, the fol- 
lowing is specially pointed out: 
“Mr. Eisenhower recalled that as 
an Army major in the War Col- 
lege class of 1928-29 here, he 
heard Father Walsh lecture, and 
that after two hours, etc... .” 
Also, “He was a central figure 
and instructor, and to hear more 
of his wisdom given so freely and 
generously, etc... .” 

Quite obviously the Jesuits are 
intelligent, fanatical, and “take 
the long view.”’ Most conservative, 
middle-class Protestant Ameri- 
cans are completely unarmed 
against the logic and brilliance 
of a man like Walsh, for he is an 
expert at the dialectic, and once 
he has his premise accepted he 
can build a superstructure on it. 
The average state college and 
university turns out half-educated 
men, completely unable to cope 
with the products of Jesuit col- 
leges, in general. (Fortunately, 
there are exceptions—those who 
have a tradition and a family 
background leading back through 
the religious struggles in Europe, 
particularly in the British Isles.) 


This leads up to one thing that

is of consequence at present, and 
goes to help illuminate certain 
phases of war and post-war poli- 
cy. At the Command and General 
Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, this same Father Walsh 
came out and lectured each class. 
It was on a Saturday afternoon, 
and the subject of his lecture 
was “Geo-Politics.” 

After sketching the theories of 
Mackinder, Haushofer, and oth- 
ers, and the theory that the 
Eurasian land mass was the 
dominating “world island” and 
that the “nation who controlled 
the heart-land would rule the 
world-island, and the nation who 
could rule the world-island could 
rule the world,” Walsh then led 
up to his central thesis (this was 
in the summer of 1944, long 
months before V-E Day), which 
was that a Russian victory would 
make them rulers of the world 
and therefore we should begin 
preparing for the _ inevitable 
struggle even before the victory 
over Germany. 

Doubtless the Russians knew 
that Father Walsh was teaching 
his doctrines to Army and Army 
Air Force officers of the Ameri- 
can Army, and the fact that this 
was Officially permitted at the 
same time that we were “allies” 
with the Soviet Union against 
Nazi-Fascist Germany did not go 
unnoticed. Naturally, this is sup- 
position on my part, but it was 
one of those “straws in the wind” 
that led the Soviets to take an 
intransigent attitude against the 
U.S. after the end of World War 
II, and led to the “Cold War.” If 
the American Army and Air 
Force officers were being indoc- 
trinated with Vatican points of 
view with official sanction, no 
doubt the Soviets felt that the 
American government was not to 
be trusted. There is, doubtless, 
more to it than this, but this 


should not be overlooked as part 
of the “big picture.” 

We know that militarists breed 
everywhere, in republics as in 
monarchies, and forces that were 
once dedicated to defense some- 
times come to dominate the state, 
the liberties of the people are 
gradually withdrawn by their 
real rulers, and the government, 
once free and democratic, gradu- 
ally evolves into a garrison state. 
That has not happened here yet 
(or has it?) but there is an ever- 
present danger that the people 
can be subverted from above by 
a constant barrage of propa- 
ganda stressing the danger of 
conquest by a foreign power. 

That the Roman Catholic 
Church intends to dominate this 
country in time is so obvious that 
the average person is unaware of 
it is most frustrating. Have no 
doubt about it, there will be a 
drive to have Kennedy elected 
President. If he is elected Presi- 
dent, it is very doubtful if he 
would do anything to advance 
Roman Catholic interests, for he 
would be too much on his guard. 
What they want at this point is 
a precedent established to lull the 
non-Romanists into a false sense 
of security so that the process 
will be gradual and certain. The 
stress on parochial schools is 
simply another evidence that they 
want their youth to look to Ro- 
man Catholicism for leadership 
always, to keep them out of the 
public schools where they might 
get the idea that Roman Catholi- 
cism was “just another religion.” 

The Jesuits know that nations 
are often split by wars (we have 
had one revolutionary war of in- 
dependence and one civil war), 
and they know that there may be 
another. They probably do not 
envisage a straightforward Prot- 
estant-Catholic war, but an ideo- 
logical war along possibly other 
lines where the mass of Protes- 
tants will go one way and a 
minority the other, and they as- 
sume that the strictly disciplined 
Catholics will be the deciding 
force and the dominating element 
when the struggle is over. 


Of course, just as in the French 
Revolution, the Catholics will

Here then is a challenge 
to Evangelicals: where 

is your God? Where 
is the power revealed 


in the Old Testament 


and promised by Christ 
to His followers? 
Where is the evidence 


of your faith? 
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Picias WAS the spiritual 
son of the mighty prophet of Mt. 
Carmel. He had heard and seen 
the faith of this man of God in 
action, had witnessed the power 
of his indomitable confidence in 
God. What Elisha heard and saw 
gave birth to a question he could 
not possibly suppress once Elijah 
passed from this earth. Seizing 
the prophet’s mantle he hurled 
forth that single question with 
all the pent-up emotion of his be- 
ing, crying, “Where is the Lord 
God of Elijah?” 

Elisha’s haunting fear was that 
the manifestation of the power of 
God would diminish with the 
passing of successive generations. 
He wanted desperately to know if 
he could expect the grace of God 
in his own day in an increasing 
display of miraculous power, or 
if the spiritual sons of the proph- 
ets must content themselves with 
far less. 

The agonizing struggle to re- 
late doctrines to life began not 
with the parents, Adam and Eve, 
but with their sons, Cain and 
Abel. The parents, of course, un- 
derstood the binding obligation to 
obey the Word of God and made 
no effort to deny their failure to 
do so; but it was their son Cain, 
at the inquest into his brother’s 
murder, who made us see the ir- 
revocable necessity of any effec- 
tual unity of one’s faith and prac- 
tice. From that day to this, sons 
who have been indoctrinated by 
their parents inevitably face the 
challenge to experience fully and 
express adequately their own 
faith. 


“GREATER WORKS 
THAN THESE”’ 


Gideon listened patiently to his 
father’s account of the mighty 
acts of deliverance God had 
wrought for His people Israel. 
But the more he heard the more 
disturbed was his mind, for Mid- 
ian armies had attacked Israel, 
demolishing homes, ravishing the 
countryside, and clamping tight 
controls upon the life and labors 
of all able-bodied men. 

Chafing under this military oc- 
cupancy, Gideon demanded: “If 
the Lord be with us ... where be 
all His miracles which our fath- 





ers told us of?” (Judges 6:13) 
He simply could not be persuaded 
to embrace a faith that had lost 
its power to affect the life of his 
own generation. He did not doubt 
his father’s account of God’s 
work of deliverance in the past; 
he did question any surrender to 
conditions under which men whis- 
pered about God’s power to save 
but groveled in the dust for fear 
of their godless conquerors. 

Gideon’s strength lay in his ex- 
pectancy. If God be with us, the 
proof of His presence must be 
sought not in the past but in the 
present. Furthermore, he argued, 
the demonstration of that power 
must be greater, never less, than 
in former generations. He would 
have rejoiced to hear our Lord 
say: “The works that I do shall 
ye do also; and greater works 
than these shall ye do.” (See John 
14:12) 

Through our sons, then, con- 
stant pressure is brought to bear 
upon us to keep doctrine and deed 
one single expression of faith. In 
God there is no such pressure, 
since in Him thought and deed 
are inseparable. But in man it is 
not so. Word and work, head and 
heart fall apart in discordant 
confusion. We lay heavy com- 
mandments upon others, but lift 
not so much as a little finger to 
perform those commandments 
ourselves. We can become so 
shockingly indifferent to the most 
compelling word spoken in our 
hearing that Christ asks: “Why 
call ye Me, Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things which I say?” 
(Luke 6:46) 

It has always been the task of 
evangeiical Christians to heal this 
rift between doctrine and deed 
whenever it appeared, and we 
hardly deserve to be called evan- 
gelical unless we do bridge the 
gap between the two. 


HEALING THE RIFT 


Nearly two hundred years be- 
fore Luther, the scholar John 
Wycliffe attacked the lax morals 
of the clergy and the distortion of 
doctrine by priestly decree. He 
found corruption in doctrine and 
life alike intolerable and boldly 
led in open revolt against both. 
His efforts at reform were inef- 
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fectual but not entirely fruitless, 
since he did furnish the next gen- 
eration a translation of the Scrip- 
tures and successfully defended 
their right to read the Bible in 
their own tongue. 

Later John Huss, the Bohemian 
reformer, became pastor of Beth- 
lehem Chapel, which had been 
founded in order that the com- 
mon people might hear the Word 
of God taught in their own lan- 
guage. With unsurpassed zeal he 
taught doctrine and manifested 
heartfelt need for practical holi- 
ness. Still others, like Savonarola 
and Thomas a Kempis, Roman 
Catholic reformers, sought to 
bring about a closer resemblance 
of morals to doctrine. Every- 
where there was a growing dis- 
satisfaction with the divorce be- 
tween doctrine and deed, and the 
deepening conviction of all men 
was that the only way to recon- 
cile the two was by a fresh study 
of the Scriptures, not by the 
clergy alone, but in the homes and 
small chapels built by the laity. 


YAWNING CHASM 


Tragedy struck only after men 
more and more confined them- 
selves to questions of doctrine. 
Historic church councils and pub- 
lished confessions of faith took 
precedence over matters of prac- 
tical holiness. In the heat gen- 
erated by church politics and the- 
ological controversy men stooped 
to the most barbaric acts of in- 
tolerance against their Christian 
brethren. The yawning chasm be- 
tween doctrine and deed reap- 
peared to sicken the sons and 
daughters of the reformation. 
Those who continued in the 
church sank into a sterile formal- 
ism that reminds one of Isaiah’s 
description of God’s people in his 
day, saying: “Their fear of Me 
they have learned by rote.” (Is. 
29:13) 

Evangelical zea] next appears, 
meeting the challenge of this 
post-reformation sterility. Many 
sincere men recognized the wealth 
of doctrinal knowledge inherited 
from the Reformation era, and 
they held firm the truths set 
forth in Articles of Confession 
published by their respective 
churches. 

But these same men deplored 
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the apparent lack of a vital dem- 
onstration of “the spirit of Chris- 
tianity commensurate with our 
knowledge thereof.” The role of 
church members was largely pas- 
sive. One was expected to accept 
only such dogmas as his church 
assured him were pure, to listen 
to their exposition from the pul- 
pit, and to partake of the sacra- 
ments. 

There was little urgency in 
such church life, hardly any “re- 
newing of the mind” or dedica- 
tion of life. The religious life of 
Protestantism needed to be quick- 
ened. Instead of a sterile ortho- 
doxy there must be a living Chris- 
tianity. 


PASSION FOR HOLINESS 


At first, German pastors like 
Spener and Francke gathered peo- 
ple together in small circles for 
Bible reading, prayer and mutual 
helpfulness. Spener, for exam- 
ple, held mid-week services to re- 
read the sermon of the previous 
Sunday and to discuss thoroughly 
each point with his people. They 
examined each Bible reference, 
asked questions and sought prac- 
tical helps for applying to daily 
life the truth set forth. 

Thus a new type of preaching 
was heard, designed to build up 
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the Christian life of the believer, 
not primarily, as heretofore, to 
expound controversial doctrine or 
exhibit the ability of the preacher 
to prove the purity of his doc- 
trine. “That only is genuine 
Christianity which shows itself 
in life,” became the keynote of 
evangelicalism in the continent 
of Europe and in Great Britain. 
Such zest for an_ exhibited 
evangelical faith had both good 
and bad results. Doctrinal steril- 
ity was conquered. Men did go 
forward with renewed minds as 
“living sacrifices” doing great ex- 
ploits for their God. Orphanages, 
hospitals, missionary societies, 
and many other philanthropic en- 
terprises were born out of this 
passion for holiness. Laymen 
studied their Bibles more earn- 
estly, and zealously bore witness 
to Christ before all the world. 
Unfortunately, with the in- 
creasing emphasis upon right 
conduct and a decreasing atten- 
tion to doctrinal detail, a new 
fissure appeared on the surface 
of Protestant evangelicalism. 
Pastors and people became cen- 
sorious of those whose conduct 
was not in harmony with their 
own. They developed such strict 
rules of proper conduct that the 
emphasis shifted from an inner 
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heart experience with God to an 
exterior conformity to practices 
approved by the local church. 
Faith became a matter of con- 
formity rather than conviction, 
an imitation of a kind of life 
rather than an intellectual awak- 
ening that revolutionized the 
whole life. Hence a man, by ob- 
serving the prescribed rules of his 
church in a perfunctory manner, 
could entertain the most unscrip- 
tural thoughts about God and 
man, sin and salvation, and so on. 


NEW BREACH 


Once again, therefore, the 
chasm dividing doctrine and deed 
lay wide open before the children 
of evangelical parents. Only now 
the situation was reversed. In the 
immediate post-reformation pe- 
riod evangelical doctrine failed to 
inspire the deeds of rising gener- 
ations; here evangelical deeds be- 
came so insipid and nauseous to 
younger men that they forsook 
the doctrines so carefully promul- 
gated in the past. 

The breach now between what 
men read of the power of God 
and what they could observe of 
that power in congregational life 
was wider than in the days of 
Gideon. Nor was there an Elisha 
to ask if the Word of power 
could effectually meet the need 
of his generation. Instead, men 
found other things more challeng- 
ing than the barren speculations 
of theology. There were new con- 
tinents to be conquered, enor- 
mous wealth to be gained and 
unlimited confidence in the future 
progress of man. Under such ex- 
citing developments many lacked 
the moral stamina to practice the 
Christian rectitude they pro- 
fessed. Holy garments were not 
kept unspotted from the world, 
although the outward duties of 
religion were pompously ob- 
served. 


CHALLENGE TO 
EVANGELICALS 


These circumstances produced 
two effects that subsequently 
forced men to reaffirm the cer- 
tainty of those things most sure- 
ly believed among us. The first 
was the rise of world communism 
and its power to engage great 
masses of men and women in its 
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atheistic program for world con- 
quest. The second was the 
strength of liberal theology com- 
monly known as Modernism. 

The effectiveness of these two 
movements broke upon thinking 
evangelicals with startling force. 
The new theology had completely 
changed the fact of historic 
Christianity. Religion was 
marked “‘by belief in a finite God 
without wrath, in man without 
sin, in redemption through re- 
form inspired by a Christ with- 
out a cross.” The Bible was re- 
duced to a source of doubtful 
information to be sifted by a 
more fully informed faculty of 
theologians. 

With dedicated zeal and high 
scholarship the early Funda- 
mentalists sought to restore the 
primacy of Biblical theology and 
simultaneously check the anti- 
christian tendencies appearing in 
secular life and culture. Only a 
pharisaical Fundamentalism, 
however, could content itself with 
winning doctrinal debates with 
Modernists while losing the souls 
of multitudes to atheistic com- 
munism or seeing their own sons 
hopelessly ensnared by the greed 
of materialism. In other words, 
the primary responsibility of 
evangelical Christianity to pro- 
claim its doctrine and effectually 
live out its faith was “forced” 
upon the church by the radical- 
ism of godless totalitarianism 
and militant Modernism. 


THE UNASKED QUESTION 


Neither Fundamentalism nor 
Modernism was conqueror in this 
period. Neither succeeded in com- 
pletely stamping out the other. 
The life of both came under at- 
tack from different quarters. Two 
world wars unleashing the cruel 
inhumanity of man against man 
and the subsequent distrust of 
human mercy to use scientific 
discoveries for good purposes 
brought the roof of our theologi- 
cal castles crashing to the 
ground. Fundamentalists and 
Modernists alike sensed the deep 
need of faith for survival, and 
both trembled to think of the 
future apart from such a living 
faith. 

Today the unasked question at 
international conferences, in sci- 


ence halls, at nuclear testing 
sites, at medical conventions and 
philosophic convocations, in col- 
leges and churches is: “Can the 
communication of my faith 
(whatever it might be) be effec- 
tual and strong enough to assure 
the deliverance of future genera- 
tions from abject political slav- 
ery and the horrors of massive 
nuclear suicide?” 

This is the pressure upon evan- 
gelicals today, a pressure calling 
not for the clever use of proof 
texts but an effective application 
of the whole text of God’s saving 
purpose in our generation. The 
prophet’s mantle has_ indeed 
fallen in the dust, but let him 
only retrieve it who dares to 
challenge all the world with the 
cry: “Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah?” 

We have reached the crisis of 
faith where believers must either 
confront the world with a con- 
vincing display of released Di- 
vine power in human affairs or 
crumble in disgrace before the 
ridicule and power of godless 
governments. We have watched, 
perhaps too complacently, the 
evangelical emphasis swing 
pendulum-like from doctrine to 
deed, and from deed back to doc- 
trine; but today we must face the 
sobering fact that the pendulum 
will not swing back and forth 
forever. 

Time is running out! By God’s 
unchanging, undiminished power 
let us keep doctrine and deed one 
glorious testimony of faith.
